Alberta History 


(By F. W. GERSHAIW) 


Very little has been written about 
the late A. J. Day and yet he was a 
most colorful figure and an outstand- 
ing ranci.er in the days of the open 
range. He and his relatives brought 
to the country some 22,000 head of 
cattle and 700 horses, This stock had 
been shipped from the far south to 
Billings, Montana and trailed from 
there to the 65,000 acre lease Mr. Day 
had secured south of Medicine Hat. 
He paid the Dominion government 
$40,000 in duty when he brougit his 
herd across, ; 

Tony Day was for years a prom- 
inent Texas cowman. As the range 
there became crowded he “followed 
the grass” througi. the western states 
and finally took the long trail up to 
Alberta. He was one of the pioneers 
who braved the frontier to establish 
the cattle industry. There were 

firea and drovgiit. There wer¢ 
wild animals and hard winters. The 
stock losses were often heavy and 
the markets poor but the story of 
the range stockmen forms an engross- 
fing chapter in the history of he pro- 
vince, ; 

“Uncle Tony”, as Mr. Day was af- 
fectionately called; had lived through 
the days of slavery and one of his 
ev-slaves came with him to Medicine 
Hat : 

Like otter Texans he was.a good 
eattleman, He always had a smile 
and had a fund of entertainig stories 
to tell. He had many friends and 
was always a welcome companion on 
account of his wisdom, his dry humor 
and his pleasant Texas drawl, ‘When 
the large leases were thrown open 
for settlers he, like others, was 
forced out of the business. . He did 
not like retirement and when asked 
if he would resume ranching if he 
could get a suitable range he said, 
“yd fly at it.” 

Ranchers in those days handled 
large sums of money and their word 
was their bond, 1M 4 

On one occasion Mr. Fares of Gore 
don, Ironsides and Fares gave a man

The next year when Mr. Fares was 
atarting west the bookkeeper told 
him that this cheque had never been 
eashed.

of the official safety stickers, indica- 
tive of safe brakes, lights, horns 
and rear-view mirrors, - 

The principle under which this 
campaign is being operated is that 
if the operators of all safe vehicles 
will have them so identified, and by 
so doing contribute to the cost of the 
campaign, it wil] be a comparatively 
simple matter for our present police 
forces to inspect all other vehicles 
under the provisions of the Vehicles 
and Highways Traffic Act of the 
province, a task which otherwise 
would obviously be impossible, 

‘The urgent need for such a pro 
vince-wide vehicle inspection is ap- 
parent when it is realized that ep- 
proximately 18 percent of all traf- 
fic accidents are caused by faulty or 
inoperative safety equipment or mo- 
tor vehicles using the roads, streets 
and highways, |

The total 
area of the North West Territories is some 1,253,438 square miles and 
according to the last census, taken in 1941, the population was 12,028, or 
0.01 persons to the square mile. Saskatchewan, which has an area of 
237,975 square miles, had 3.77 people to the square mile at that time, and 
Prince Edward Island, with an area of 2,184 square miles had a popula- 
tion of 43.52 to the square mile.

Trade In History 
Expected Here 


(By Canadian Press) 


Although competition is keen- 
er than ever, Canada’s resorts 
and travel agencies are prepar- 
ing this year for the biggest 
tourist season in history. 


Last year 1,990,000 automobiles 
entered the country and 3,406,000 
visitors came;by boat, train, plane 
and bus, But the number of inquir- 
ies being received these days indi- 
cates those figures will be far out- 
stripped during 1950, 

Most of the visitors as usual, will 
come from the United States, a Can- 
adian Press survey shows. The pre- 
mium on the American dollar is a 
special inducement. More Canadians 
are expected to visit unfamiliar parts 
of their own country than in previ- 
ous years. 

Europe is expected to give the 
Canadian tourist industry stiff com- 
petition, with many persons going to 
Rome to take part in Holy Year 
ceremonies, And 44 American states 
have publicity bureaux going full 
blast to attract visitors from other 
states, 

British Columbia has raised the 
standards. of its hotels and auto 
camps and hopes to greet’many more 
than the 1,250,000 Canadians and 
Americans who spent $53,000,000 last 
year motoring through the rugged 
mountains, bathing in the Pacific 
Ocean and fishing from the many 
streams. 

Canada’s new province, Newfound- 
land, is having its entire tourist in- 
dustry revamped under the supervis- 
ion of the country’s tourist chief, D. 
Leo Dolan, - 

Picturesque Quebec has 35,000 ho- 
tels, tourist cabins and guest houses 
to accommodate the millions of tour- 
ists expected this year. 

Ontario is prepared to offer more 
and better accommodation than ever 
to visitors who come for the scenery, 
sport and fishing. 

Manitoba has opened 23 new auto 
camps, built new roads and improved 
old ones in anticipation of a flock of 
visitors to top last year’s record- 
shattering 400,000. Inquiries, up 80 
per cent. over 1949, indicate new in- 
terest in the north, where an exten- 
sion to the Flin Flon highway will 
open new game-fishing grounds. 

The Rocky Mountains and national 
parks of Alberta have attracted 
double the number of tourists’ in- 
quiries the province received last 
year prior to an influx of 994,019 visi- 
tors. New, well-stocked mountain 
streams are being opened. 

Saskatchewan is also expecting a 
record number of American tourists 
over last year when over 58,000 en- 
tered the province. Improved high- 
ways have been a factor towards 
this record, the province having over 
600 miles of hard surface roads, and 
tourists can motor halfway from the 
U.S. border to Saskatchewan's Na- 
tional park, Waskesiu, on hard sur- 
face highways. Some 14,105 cars 
crossed into the province in 1949, 
compared with 11,663 in 1948,

REGINA, — Saskatoon will be in- 
cluded on the route to be hard-sur- 
faced as the province’s main north- 
south highway, Highways Minister 
J. T. Douglas revealed in the legis-

REGINA.—There still are approxi- 
mately 50,000,000 bushels of wheat 
in store on the prairies to be deliv- 
ered to country elevaters before July 
81, according to an estimate released 
here by W. C. McNamara, assistant 
chief commissioner of the Canadian 
wheat board, £

delivered now can be disposed of by 
the board prior to the 1950 harvest. 
Prompt delivery by farmers would 
materially assist the board in dis- 
posing on the crop to the best ad- 
vantage, he said.

Southern Alberta Farmers 


Turning To Mustard Seed Crop 


' (By The Canadian Press) 

LETHBRIDGE.—Fearing a world 
wheat, surplus and lower prices, some 
southern Alberta farmers are turn- 
ing to mustard seed this year as a 
substitute crop, 

Officials of the south’s two seed 
firms, Ellison Milling and Blevator 
Company, and O'Loane Kiely and Co., 
Ltd., reported that farmers are be- 
coming “more and more receptive” 
to mustard seed contracts. 

Contracts for growing commercial, 
mustard seed on at least 15,000 acres 
now are being issued to dry-land 
farmers, They are promised a price 
of $5.50 per hundredweight for No, 1 
yellow mustard seed. 

Introduced to southern Alberta 
from neighboring Montana about 15 
years ago, mustard seed has become 
an important dry-land crop in reg- 
ions south and east of Lethbridge. 

The 1948 crop from 35,000 acres 
averaged more than double the long- 
time average and enormous surpluses 
piled up, which only recently have 
been reduced sufficiently to warrant 
an increase in acreage, Production 
of mustard seed that year far ex- 
ceeded Canadian requirements even 
after substantial exports to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and the United States. 

An estimated 75 per cent. of this 
year’s crop will be available for ex- 
port to the U.S. after filling domestic 
orders, one firm said. Seeding is ex- 
pected to begin the first week in 
May. 

Fred Pease, large-scale

farmer in the Milk River district 
south of here for more than 40 years, 
will be raising the largest acreage 
of commercial mustard seed ever at- 
tempted by an individual grower ia 
Canada. 

“There's going to be too much 
wheat on the market this year,” Mr, 
Pease explained. ‘The end of the 
profitable wheat business is in sight.” 

He has signed a contract to raise 
Yellow Mustard Seed on 1,700 acres. 
Mr. Pease still plans to put in a 
couple of sections of wheat, but this 
will be a far cry from his usual year- 
ly wheat acreage of 4,000 acres,
